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Lee Shippey Writes ^Obituary’ for Dying P. E. Rail Cars

It takes someone like C. W. Jones to tell the story of our inter- 
urban line. To me, the Twycross bus is only a tradition—Mr. Twy- 
cross was meeting the trains in an early vintage motor car when I 
came here in 1927. But I've been riding the P. E. ever since and 
many nostalgic memories grip me as the trolley cars creak to their 
last wind-up. 

We have always been blessed with gentlemanly conductors and 
motormen on the Ourville line, and for years the trips to and from 
Los Angeles were social get-togethers. The passengers all know 
one another and did a lot of visiting, and most of them looked 
on the trainmen as friends. 

There was "Oscar" White, whose wife was the gracious president 
of our Woman's Club 20 years or more ago. There was Simpson, 


the former Canadian army major who had seven children. He had 
won a medal for bravery in World War I had been given a leave 
to go to England for a fortnight, along with three others who had 
distinguished themselves in the same battle. One of the four was 
a lord, and took Simpson and the others to his manor house as 
guests, showing that America isn't the only place that has some 
democracy. 

We hadn't lived in Sierra Madre long when I phoned my wife 
to come downtown to meet me for dinner and a show, and in her 
surprise at such a treat from her Scotchy hubby she forgot to bring 
her purse. She didn't realize she had no money till the train was 
coasting down to Villa, when the conductor asked for her fare. She 
explained her situation and the conductor promptly lent her a 
dollar. I believe it was the young fellow who married the eldest 


of our nice Lalone girls—I'm ashamed to say I've forgotten his 
name for the moment—and that he is still in service. 

I used to write my daily column at home, then run for the noon 
train—the column had to be in by 1:30. One day, when I hadn't 
been here long, I was half a block up North Hermosa when the 
train whizzed by. I used to think I was a runner 22 years ago and, 
knowing the train would have to stop at Lima, I pursued it. The 
conductor was inside and didn't see me until the train was almost 
at Lima. 

As I pantingly climbed aboard I discovered that my exertions 
had made the copy I had to turn in before 1:30 fall out of my 
pocket. 

But the train backed up, all the way to Hermosa, while the con¬ 
ductor and I looked for it. We found it and all was well. After 


that the motormen always used to look up Hermosa as they passed, 
to see it I was racing down the hill with flying coattails, and if they 
saw me, even a block away, they would stop and wait for me. Talk 
about accommodation trains! Ours were the friendliest that ever 


Well, they're still that way. Certainly all Sierra Madre looks on 
"Red" Dowding as one of ours. It's always like greeting a friend 
to get on Conductor Hampton's train. They happen to be on the 
trains I ride most frequently, but no doubt every other commuter 
has friends among the,train crews, and sincerely hopes that all of 
those who have served us well will be pleasantly taken care of, 
and the change to busses will not take them from us. 

We wish the bus drivers luck. But they'll have a lot to live up to. 
For the Sierra Madre line has always been the Friendship Line.

Concerning the opinion that 
advertisers control what goes 
into a newspaper, the column¬ 
ist said that he has been in 
the newspaper business all his 
life and that “it just isn’t so.” 

“I’ve never written a thing 
that I didn’t believe myself,” 
Mr. Shippey declared. “Papers 
may leave out an article be¬ 
cause of friendship, kindness, 
or sympathy, but rarely do they 
omit news because of fear.” 

Answering the charge made 
by many that “you can’t be¬ 
lieve a word you read in a 
paper, because it’s always 
slanted,” Mr. Shippey testified 
that American wire services— 
AP, UP, and INS—give the most 
accurate presentation of news 
found anywhere in the world. 

“I also served as a small 
town editor,” the veteran news¬ 
man said, “and I can tell you 
that a person learns more 
about human beings there than 
anywhere else.” 

“In a small town," he said, 
“every citizen is important. The

"definitely will not constitute a hazard” to the Eugene Field 
Elementary School, a Pasadena city official told the NEWS this 
week. 

The new re.servoir is being constructed almost directly across 
the street and north of the 
Field school. Several Sierra Ma- 
dreans had expressed the fear 
that the school—and its more 
than 400 pupils—would be 
washed away if for any reason 
the reservoir burst. 

Morris Jones, chief water en¬ 
gineer for the city of Pasadena, 
said this week, however, that 
the reservoir “cannot be con¬ 
sidered a hazard becau.so of the 
way it is being con.structed.” 

Mr. Jones explained that the 
50,000,000-capacity water re¬ 
tainer will be ,30 feet wide at 
the top and approximately 150 
wide at the base. 

“No earthquake has ever been 
known to destroy or even crack 
a reservoir of such construc¬ 
tion,” Mr. Jones said. “Even if 
it did develop a leak, the flow 
of water would be .small and 
easily checked.” 

The water engineer admitted, 
however, that if the reservoir 
were completely destroyed, the 
school undoubtedly would be 
destroyed also.
